REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1.— DimMonp’s CORNER. 


First term taught by Miss Clara A. Dustin. It was a profit- 
able one. The scholars were all well disposed and industrious. 

Miss Fannie C. Dow taught the second term, and at a single 
. bound placed herself in the front ranks of our teachers. It was 
her first effort. She evinced the rare faculty of maintaining order 
in a school where she had but recently been a scholar. We be- 
speak for her a bright future in the school-room. Energy and ca- 
pability marked every step. No balking. After saying so much, 
itis perhaps needless to add that the term was pre-eminently pros- 

erous. 
z A remarkable event has taken place in this District during the: 
past year—a new school-house has been erected. All honor to 
the present generation of voters here. They evidently mean that 
republican institutions shall not prove a ‘‘ stupendous failure” in 
their hands, for the want of a general diffusion of knowledge. The 
school-room is large, neat and commodious, and the play, or dress- 
ing room, is a luxury which but few children are provided with. 


District No. 2.— LOWER VILLAGE. 


First term was taught by Miss Susan A. SAWYER; and we pro- 
nounce it a complete | success. Good order, good pr ogress. And 
we are happy to be able to say, that the entire District may con- 
gratulate itself on having received an equivalent for its money. 

Second term taught by Miss A. W. HEATH, a teacher. of long 
experience and eood success. We are pained to say, this term was 
not so successful as the first. On the part of some of the large 
scholars implicit obedience was wanting. We regard itas unwise, 
in the extreme, for parents to take their ‘children out of school upon 
the occurrence of slightincidents exciting dissatisfaction, which are 
often based upon a misapprehension of the facts in the case, and 
which can generally be amicably adjusted by a few moments’ con- 
versation, in the proper spirit, between the party concerned and 
the teacher or committee. 
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District No. 38.— NORTH VILLAGE. 


The Summer Term of seven and one-half weeks was taught by 
Miss JENNIE S. Perry, of Rindge. This has for several years 
been one of the most interesting in town. Under the instruction 
of Miss P. it still held its former good reputation. 

The Winter Term was commenced by Miss May F. ReppINGTon, 
who, after teaching a short time, was compelled to leave it on ac- 
count of illness. The last six weeks were taught by Miss FRAn- 
ces H. Perry, of Henniker. Miss P. was young to engage a 
school containing so many large and advanced scholars, yet she 
succeeded well. t 

She entered upon her task under some disadvantages; taking 
the school from the hands of an older and more experienced 
teacher. Order is her first rule. Her method of instruction is 
easy and thorough. The scholars present at the examination did 
honor to their teacher, and consequently to themselves. <A few 
boys stayed away on the day of the examination. If it was be- 
cause the order was too strict, it was an honor to their teacher; 
if because they had misimproved their privileges, it was not hon- 
orable to themselves. 


District No. 4.— ScHOODACH. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Carrie P. Watson, whose name 
alone is a sufficient guarantee for a good school. We regret, as 
much as she does, our inability to be present on examination day, 
in consequence of absence from town. But that the ‘‘ eclipse,” to 
which she facetiously refers in her report, was only of a tempo- 
.rary nature, was evinced by the fact that there were no ‘“‘ shadows 
deepening upon the brows ” of the scholars at the commencement 
of the second term. Her efforts, without doubt, were all guided 
by wisdom, and crowned with that ever coveted, but often 
capricious garland, success. 

Second term taught by Miss CLara A. Dustin, a lady of much 
experience and never-failing success. We were entirely satisfied 
with the school on examination; it still holds its former position 
of honor. The teacher saysin her report: ‘‘ Parents give the 
teacher a cordial support.” 


District No. 5.—Pumpxin HILL. 


There was but one term of school—in the fall. As we were not 
notified of its close, Mr. E. M. Dunpar visited the school and 
reports as follows :— 


Messrs. S. S. Committee,—As you did not visit our school I 
wish to say that the teacher, Miss IsAaBEL A. MORGAN, gave com- 
plete satisfaction. Her qualifications as a teacher are of a high 
order, being a good scholar, energetic. and of an amiable disposi- 
tion, thereby securing the good will of the scholars, and maintain-

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ing good order in school without resorting to force,—essential 
qualities for a successful teacher. In your “report of our school 
last year, you remarked that the prospects looked rather slim on 
account of the small number of scholars; I am happy to state that 
the prospect is looking better, the attendance being one more 
scholar than last year, With a growing prospect of further addi- 
tions.

District No. 6.— Burnt HI. 


Both terms taught by Miss Erra M. Coucw. Miss Couch is 
amiable in her disposition, and mild in her government. We were 
pleased with the appearance of the school at the beginning, and on 
examination. It bore the marks of progress in every depar tment, 
nor have we heard one lisp of disapprobation from any one. The 
scholars are now chiefly small, but we bespeak for them, at no dis- 
tant day, a position second to none in town. 


District No. 7.— KIMBALL. 
No school—no scholars. 


Districr No. 8.— BuRNAP. 


Both terms of this District were taught by Miss Mary C. Corpy., 
The first term was too short to have more than one end, therefore | 


was visited but once. We can say it had a good beginning. It 
would seem commendation enough to say that it lacked but 5-374 of 
being perfect in the attendance; “14 out of 17 were not absent, 2 but 
one day each and 1 three days. 

The Winter Term gave good satisfaction. The school appeared 
remarkably well at the commencement. The order was good and 
the scholars interesting and interested. Not obtaining “informa- 
tion of its close it was visited but once. 


District No. 9.— WATERLOO. 


Summer and Winter Terms taught by Miss L. C. Dowirm, who 
fully maintained her former good reputation as a teacher of youth. 
The examination at the close of the Summer Term, showed that 
the scholars had been thoroughly drilled in each department of 
study; and the interest felt, ‘and the progress made, indicated 
that the pupils had acquired some of the teacher’s enthusiasm. 
All the classes appeared well; and the reading was excellent. 
Some of the scholars, ten or twelve years of age, reading with a 

cadence and emphasis unusual for children of that age.

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The teacher sent us a notification of the close of the Winter 
Term in due season, but we did not receive it until the afternoon 
of its close. We therefore hope the teacher and scholars and 
parents present will receive this apology for our not being present 
at the examination. 


Distrior No. 10.— CorLiins. 


But one term of eight weeks, taught by Miss Hreiten F. Coiuins. 
The school is small, and not advanced, but Miss C. found employ- 
ment for all her time. She is thorough in method of teaching, 
and we hope she may find a larger field for the exercise of her 
talent for training the young idea. 


District No. 11.— Tory Hii. 


Summer Term was taught by Miss Frances A. FELLows. 
Miss Fellows has had considerable experience in teaching. She 
maintained good order; and the scholars made good progress in 
their studies. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Susan.A. Sawyer. Kind- 
ness, and an earnest desire for the interests of her pupils, charac- 
terized the labors of Miss Sawyer; and she deserves, as she 
receives, the warm regards of all under her charge. 

The examination was highly gratifying to your Committee. 


District No. 12.—Cowcnu. 


Both terms taught by Miss ANN W. Hearn. This is the seventh 
term Miss Heath has been employed in this District, and has in- 
variably given universal satisfaction. The examination was in- 
teresting to your committee and the friends present. The teacher 
makes some remarks in her report which we think worthy of record 
here. She says: — 

‘“‘ Regularity of attendance, promptness and obedience to every 
necessary requirement, with the encouragement of the parents and 
friends, made the school in the new and commodious school-room 
everything that was pleasant to the teacher, and, it is hoped, not 
without profit and enjoyment to the scholars.” , 


District No. 18.— CENTRE VILLAGE. 


Summer Term—Higher Department, by Miss M. J. Emerson, 
whose reputation is too well known to need comment here. The 
scholars soon learned that imperfect lessons would not be dragged 
out by too frequent prompting, as is too often done by teachers.

Her efforts to induce the scholars to think for themselves were 
unusually successful. The classin Grammar and Analysis did 
admirably. The black-board was often brought into requisition. 
By the combined efforts of Miss Emerson and Miss George,—teacher 
in lower department—a beautiful set of Cornell’s Outline Maps 
were purchased for the use of both departments, and the exer- 
cises from them were very interesting 

We were happy to meet a large number of the friends and 
parents at the examination, who seemed to be well pleased with 
the exercises. 

Winter term was under the instruction of Mr. Walter Sargent, 
a gentleman of considerable experience in teaching. Mr. Sargent 
labored with untiring energy for the welfare of his pupils, and 
those who attended ‘regularly, or nearly so, made very good im- 
provement. Mr. Sargent in his remarks, says: ‘‘Of thirty-eight 
seholars, there were only six who were not absent at least one-half 
day ; of thir ty visitors during the term, only about one-third 
were parents, or those who had any interest whatever in the wel- 
fare of the school.” In looking over the registers for both terms, 
we find the following items: Whole number of scholars, Summer 
Term, thirty-two, average, twenty-six; this gives a loss of 294 days. 
About forty days of this was occasioned by sickness. We also 
find in the same report 176 cases of tardiness. 

Winter Term, thirty-eight scholars are reported, average thirty- 
one; a loss of 343 days. Two hundred and thirty-eight cases of 
tardiness are reported. Surely there is a screw loose somewhere, 


District No. 13.—LowER DEPARTMENT. 


Both terms taught by Miss ADELAIDE B. Grorce. We hardly 
know how to express our gratification of the several visits made 
to this department. Miss George is evidently at home in the 
school-room. Neatness and order seem to harmonize, and are 
blended into one. No dragging, no shirking here; answers prompt 
and distinct enough to be heard by every one in the room. 

Great proficiency was made in Geography and Arithmetic. The 
examples on the board were written with mathematical neatness and 
precision, and the demonstrations were worthy much older scholars. 
The exercise on the Outline Maps showed a thorough drill. Miss 
George believes in ‘ drilling” and ‘‘ preparing” the scholars for 
examination, and believes the time to commence “ drilling” and 
‘‘ preparing” is the first day of school, and it is evident to your 
committee from the long and severe examination, that she prac- 
tices what she believes. A large number of friends were present, 
and we will leave it for them to tell the rest.

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District No. 15.—GoreE. 


One term in the fall, taught by Mrs. Saran J. BAaKker, an 
experienced and first class teacher. Excellent order was main- 
tained, several of the scholars not whispering during the term 

We wish to call the attention of parents and the lar eer scholars 
to a few facts. The teacher reports the whole number of scholars 
seven, length of school fifty-seven days; consequently there 
should have been 399 days’ attendance. The aver age number is 
reported five; consequently the whole number of days’ aadaete 
is 285; which gives you a loss of 114 days. If you will look at 
the figur es a little further, you will see that if the whole number 
had attended regularly, the expense, including tuition and fuel, 
would have been about sixty cents a week to each scholar: 
whereas only five attended, which brings the tuition up to eighty 
cents aweek. This gives you a pecuniary loss of $12; but there is 
a greater loss which falls upon the absent scholars and which they y 
can ill afford to lose. 


Districr No. 16. — DAVISVILLE. 


First term taught by Miss Kate D. Story. On our visit we saw 
nothing to condemn and much to approve. 

In her report the teacher says, ‘1 found my pupils, without a 
single exception, respectful and obedient,” from which we infer 
that the parents there know how to bri ing up their children. 
Length of term, six weeks. 

Second term taught by Mrs. Aucusta G. CHASE. We were not 
at the examination, but all who have read our reports for the last 
few years will need nothing more to satisfy them that the term was 
a successful one, at least as s much so as five weeks would admit. 


District No. 17. — MILLVILLE. 


Summer and Winter Terms taught by Miss L. A. Cressry. Miss 
Cressey worked hard both terms for the welfare of the scholars, and 
they made good improvement in the several branches studied. 
They have one fault that needs correcting. They are not prompt 
and distinct enough in their recitations; in many instances the an- 
swers were given ina whisper. This shows indecision, and the 
habit must be broken up. One or two large boys should receive 
censure, and we hope if they ever attend school i in future they will 
have pride and good sense enough not to cause their teacher so 
‘much trouble. 

The District has furnished a new location and a new house, at a 
cost of about $600. The house is A. No.1. The architectural de- 
sign, and the thorough manner in which it is finished, inside and 
out, the style of the seats and desks, reflect much credit upon the 
building committee.

The conveniences for heating and ventilating have not been over- 
looked. Four beautiful lamps are suspended from the ceiling, and 
numerous settees are arranged around the room. The wood work 
is all painted and grained in the best manner. The fuel is stored 
in the basement, which is reached by a stairway from the hall. In 
fact it is a model school-house, and we hope the scholars will strive 
to make a model school. Several gentlemen in the District deserve 
much credit for the energy and zeal they have used in pushing this 
thing along, against the almost overwhelming opposition they have 
had to contend with. It shows the right kind of public spirit, al- 
though some may ascribe it to selfishness. Well, be it selfishness ; 
only it is a pity every man in the district hadn’t a little of that 
same selfish spirit within him. 


District No. 18.—COLLEGE. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss ANNIE M. Prerce. This 
was Miss P.’s second term in this school. There are few scholars 
and the success was good. 

The winter term was taught by Miss ELia F. Karon of Brad- 
ford. We should say that the presence of Miss E. in the schoo} 
was almost a sure indication that things were going forward. She 
is among the live teachers. Small in person, but as a teacher, 
every inch is worth its weight in gold. Decided in discipline, and 
earnest in all her work. This is her first term in town, but we 
hope it may not be the last. ' 


District No. 19.— MERRICK. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss HELEN Harrman, and 
is her first experience. The school was small this term, and the 
scholars, most of them in primary branches. Miss H. labored 
faithfully, and the scholars showed decided improvement. We 
see nothing to prevent this teacher, by experience and application, 
from bécoming one of the first class. ; 

The Winter Term, taught by Miss NELLIE M. Coipy of Henniker, 
was a good school, and gave good satisfaction. There was excel- 
lent order and excellent interest. The classes in Mathematics and 
Grammar showed decided improvement. 


District No. 20.— Ropy’s Corner. \* 


Summer Term taught by Miss Page, of Sutton. Miss Page is a 
young teacher, and kept a very good school. Good order was 
maintained, and commendable progress was made. Winter Term 
now in session, and in charge of the same teacher; and the fact 
that the District have put off the schoo] to this late day for the 
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purpose of securing her services, is a compliment in her favor. 
But we think they have made a mistake in putting the school off 
so late. The larger portion of the scholars are of the ‘‘ gentler 
sex,” and would be better accommodated in mild weather, and 
when the roads are free from drifting snow. A school labors 
under great disadvantage when the mercury is below zero half of 
the time. We hope the district will not suffer this to occur again. 


Districr No. 21.—Howe. 


This school has been two years under the instruction of Miss 
Lizziz H. Prrer. She manifested a deep interest in her work, 
and spared no labor for the welfare of her scholars. The school 
made good progress. There are fifteen scholars that attended 
school, eleven scholars in the District, eight of which only attended 
this term. 

The school-house is in a sad condition, especially for the severe 
cold of the past winter. In the coldest days, out of doors and in- 
doors was very much alike. There was some force in the man’s 
reply to his neighbor, who asked him on arainy day, when the 
drops came thick and fast through the roof, ‘‘ Why do you not 
shingle your house?” ‘* When it rains I can’t, and when it is fair 
weather it don’t leak.” But we had a practical demonstration of 
the fallacy of this argument, in visiting this school, for we found 
that the roof leaked badly in fair weather. 


District No. 22.— NEWMARKET. 


There was but one term in this district, which was taught by 
Miss A. M. Pirrce. Miss P. taught two terms in No. 18, with 
good success, but the school in this district was larger and more 
difficult. The large scholars showed a commendable interest, and 
evidently made some progress, which, amid the confusion pro- 
duced by the smaller scholars, was surely remarkable.
